Ben was born on October 22, 1911 
in South Dakota. The technology of 
the day was the Graphaphone and 
that gasoline powered contraption, 
the automobile. 

Ben became very active in 
scouting, running up an impressive 
list of merit badges which helped to 
develop a wide range of interests. 

a He became interested in Aviation and 
Sania peal mw, %ePly interested in Radio, as it was 
QCWA Life Member #1573. called. The aviation interest was stim- 
ulated by Lindberg's crossing the 
Atlantic in 1927. But, radio did grab 
hold and Ben has been involved with 
it all these many years. It was in 1929 
that he first acquired his Amateur Radio License W9DKL. 

Ben worked as a projectionist at the State Theatre and the 
Lyric Theater in Redfield during and after high school. In 1934 he 
moved to Minneapolis and worked for the Lew Bonn Co until 
1940. 

In 1937 Ben and Mike Flemming designed the first HF broad- 
cast transmitter in the twin cities for WTCN. It operated near the 
30 Mhz amateur radio band. This was a forerunner to current day 
FM broadcasting. 

Ben married Annagrace Anderson on May 11, 1940; they still 
share the home they built in St Louis Park, MN. Annagrace was 
also a Lew Bonn employee. 

In December 1940, Ben went to work for Northwest Airlines 
as an Aircraft Radio Specialist. In 1946 Ben return to Lew Bonn 
and worked there until the company was sold in 1972. 

Ben founded the Edtronics Co. and supplied educational fac- 
ulties with their training and electronic needs until 1997. 

Ben was present at the original QCWA Chapter 8 organiza- 
tional meeting at the St Paul Hotel on June 8, 1957. Why wasn’t 
he and several others listed as charter members?

After the war, he was 
the co-net controller for the Tar Heel Net in the late 1940s. He 
originally got interested in 2 meters in 1946 with his SCR (Signal 
Corps Radio) 522 and was able to contact Herman Jolitz, 
W4DCQ, (now an SK) a popular ham in Clinton. While Bill only 
had ten watts, Herman's 1000 watts and a 100 foot tower helped 
the QSO. He provided the first 6 meter and then 2 meter repeater 
which was take over by the Fayetteville club and he maintained 
the 220 repeater until he left. 

Bill was a member of three Amateur Radio clubs in 
Fayetteville. He and another ham, Sidney Purvis, WA4VBC, start- 
ed a club in 1970. Sidney served as the first resident and Bill was 
Secretary. This was the fourth try to start a club and it is still going 
strong. He later served as President for a year. He wrote a history 
of the club just before he left. 

Bill went to college at the University of North Carolina major- 
ing in Education. He got a job as a technical writer for the Army 
in 1946 at Ft. Bragg and stayed there until his retirement in 1975. 
His job on the Airborne, Electronics and Special Warfare Review 
Board entailed designing tests to see if communications and elec- 
tronic equipment met Army specifications and reporting the test 
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results. After “retiring”, he became the Director of the 
Cumberland County Civil Defense (now Emergency Management) 
and retired again in 1982. 

Bill is active in the Senior Games. He runs two miles three to 
four times a week. He wins most of his competitions, but he read- 
ily admits there are few others in the 85-to-90 age category.

One of the pre-cruise highlights was the anticipated trip to the 
Arecibo Observatory in San Juan, PR, home of the world’s largest 
and most powerful telescope for radar and radio astronomy. We 
arrived in San Juan on the last Tuesday of October. The Observatory 
is closed to visitors on Mondays and Tuesday. Knowing this from a 
previous visit in 2001, | contacted the Observatory a year prior to 
our cruise date to see if (1) they would open the Observatory for a 
special tour for us; (2) if so would we have access to the same 
views that tourists observed during normal visiting hours; and (3) 
could the Observatory assist us in transportation to and from the

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Arecibo complex. | talked with Hector Camacho, the Visitor 
Center's Director. Hector said “yes” to all my requests and we 
began a 12-month email correspondence, 
fine tuning what turned out to be a most 
spectacular and very interesting tour of 
that wonderful complex. We disembarked 
the ship about 10:15 AM on Tuesday, 
October 27, 2009, and climbed on board 
two 50-passenger and one 24-passenger 
buses for the two-hour ride up the moun- 
tain to the Arecibo Telescope. When we 
arrived at the Observatory there were still 
500 steps to climb before we were at the 
complex. Twenty of our group of 104 
could not, or preferred not, to make the 
climb so they boarded the 24-passenger 
bus for the ride to the top. As | observed 
the bus making the trip up the hill, | wasn’t 
sure | would make it. It was a steep climb. 
But we all made it. The first order of busi- 
ness was to pick up our pre-ordered box 
lunch and grab a seat in the auditorium. 
As we dined, we were given a video pres- 
entation of the Arecibo Observatory’s 
History by the complex’s Director. Since we 
had only four hours for the visit, the staff 
put together a very special tour and broke 
us in six groups of 18 and provided us with 
lettered lanyards — A to F. One group 
jumped into three mini-vans for a guided 
trip under the dish; another moved into the 
Ham Radio station and operated the 
Arecibo Ham Station; a third was given a 
tour of the data collecting stations; a 
fourth was free to visit the gift shop on the observation deck, and 
the museum; a fifth had a chance to interact with the ARES folks 
that opened their emergency trailer for a show-and-tell interaction;

It had far exceeded all the expectations | had before 
we arrived and | believe that the rest of that tour groups feels the 
same way. It was a magnificent tour and experience! 

The next day we arrived in St Thomas, USVI. Thanks to the 
effort of Ron, KP2N, and Rita, NP2AA, Hall who arranged for the 
Virgin Island Radio Club members to meet our ship at the dock and 
greet our group as we stepped off the ship. There were three or 
four tables in an outside restaurant patio the Virgin Island Hams 
commandeered that allowed our group to visit with them as we 
headed in to the heart of St. Thomas shopping and when we 
returned. They are a very nice group of Hams. | know | enjoyed the 
visit and from the comments | heard, so did everyone that shared 
the visit. 

The ship made two other island stops. One in Grand Turk for 
water activities and shopping; and the other at a private Cay called 
Half Moon Cay for additional water activities, lunch, and beach 
time. 

The onboard radio operations began late Saturday afternoon 
on the 24th of October with the IC-7600 set up on the rear of deck 
10 and the Comet CH-250B vertical mounted to a railing up the 
stairway on Deck Eleven. It seemed to work well until the band set 
up a few feet from the station. The Deck 11 short hallway was 
found and the station was moved to that location; the vertical 
antenna was re-located to a spot closer to mid-ship and mounted

to a roof access ladder. The DX-CC Di-pole was center mounted to 
the basketball railing on Deck 12 with the two ends fastened to the 
stair railings on Deck 11. It worked well 
but was a little difficult to take down at 
the end of the cruise. Anyone contacting 
the ship and wishing a Certificate of 
Contact was asked to send a QSL card to 
Gary Harrison, KOBC requesting the no- 
cost Certificate. My thanks to Gary. He 
made and sent over 50 beautiful 
Certificates with a very short turn-around 
time. Two members of my Chapter 162 
received them and commented on how 
quick was the response time — less than a 
week after they sent the request. Once we 
set up the operational schedule, the radios 
were on the air almost all the time until | 
packed them up for reshipping back to 
their owners on Friday evening. The short- 
est distance HF contact was between our 
operation on Deck 11 and the Collins 
Collectors Association folks who were set 
up in a cabin on Deck 5. The more inter- 
esting setup was in a cabin on Deck 7 
where Alan Wolfe, WB4L, and XYL Susie, 
WX2L, were using a Cubic Astro D 1970s 
HF transceiver with built-in power supply 
and tuner all mounted in a suitcase. The 
antenna was a 50-foot orange electrical 
extension cord tied to the railing three 
decks above their cabin, The grounding 
was obtained by attaching coat hangers 
from the radio to the handle on the sliding 
glass patio doors. A GPS mounted on the 
glass door was used to report speed and location coordinates. Alan 
and Susie tell me it worked really well as they logged over 75 con- 
tacts and had a blast doing it. 

The group enjoyed two private cocktail parties during the 
afternoons of the two days we were at sea. And besides the fine 
finger food and beverages we consumed, courtesy of Holland 
America, we had the opportunity to garner in one of three cash 
door prizes or 12 small merchandise items available from a group 
drawing. The cash prize winners were: Mike Scarcella, WASTWT, of 
Sugarland, TX - $600; Fran Little, W3SCC, of Williamsport, MD - 
$300; and Stephanie Shapiro, WAZ2IAD, of Egg Harbor, NJ - $100. 

Our second sea day was also Ham License testing for those 
wishing to get or update their current license level. | would like to 
thank Al Montoya, WB6IMX, and the entire test team from Chapter 
11, for taking on this endeavor. | believe two took the exams and 
were successful. Congratulations! 

At the conclusion of the cruise and after all the expenses were 
paid, there remained $2400 in the cruise fund. Since the funds 
were originally paid by our QCWA Cruise group, it is only fair that 
anything left should be returned to those folks.

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Don Johnson, SK, April 14, 2010 


Inventor of the Screwdriver Mobile Antenna 


Don Johnson, W6AAQ, received a 75-Year Award this spring. Don had been continuously licensed since 


1935. Don became an SK on April 14, 2010. 
The following was posted on the QRZ website: 


{* Johnson, W6AAQ, QCWA #21832, inventor 
of the screwdriver mobile antenna, died 
Wednesday, April 14th, according to his son, Don Jr. 
He had been ill for several months and died in a hos- 
pital. | have no further details regarding his illness. 
Don lived in Esparto, a small community in Northern 
California west of Sacramento. He will be buried with 
full military honors at the National Cemetery in Dixon, 
California. A memorial service will be held in July. 
When the FCC first authorized HF mobile, a group of 
us in the SF Bay area decided to go mobile on 75 
meters. We chose 3995 KHz (then Kcs) as an operat- 
ing frequency to reduce the possibility of high power 
fixed stations interfering. We conducted field tests 
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with our home-brewed antennas using a field 
strength meter to see who had the strongest signal. 
Don came up with the idea of using a metal tube with 
a whip on top of a coil that fit inside the tube. By rais- 
ing and lowering the coil, a resonant point could be 
found. He was searching for a method of tuning the 
antenna remotely when W6MHP. Denny (SK), sug- 
gested using the motor from a cordless screwdriver. 
Thus the “screwdriver mobile antenna” was born. 
Don received a patent on the device and built and 
sold thousands; in his words “Plus thousands that 
were sold by shameless bootleggers". Don was a 
retired navy radioman and pilot. He once told me that 
he had spent 30 years in the Navy and never served 
aboard a ship. For a time, while in the Navy, he flew 
three round trips weekly between San Francisco and 
Honolulu on MARS seaplanes. 


While this covers the background about Don's “Screw 
Driver” antenna, Don was also in WWII and one of his 
friends was Jim Walsh, W7LVN (SK), past General 
Manager of QCWA. In 1985, Don, Jim, and two ship- 
mates were reunited at Seaside Oregon SeaPac. The 
other two were Ed Hiatt, W7VDW, and Eugene Fisher, 
W7IOR. All four were together in a PBY Flying boat 
squadron in 1943 in the south Pacific. Don was sta- 
tioned with the Fleet Air Wing 3 Flag at Coco Solo, CZ 
in 1942. The site was involved with the PBY that went 
down in the Pacific, maintaining communications 
with the downed plane. The story of how the crew of 
the plane managed to send an SOS has been docu- 
mented in a story by Don and is posted on the QCWA 
web page. It’s a story of the ingenuity of hams! 
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How Can Listeners Know?

Q. Our weekly net is called by our club presi- 
dent’s non-ham son using his father’s call sign. 
Sometimes the father will also check in. When 
asked if he personally needs to identify the sta- 
tion, he says no. How can people listening 
know that the legitimate control operator is 
present if they don't identify? 


A. Unless they can recognize the voices, listeners can only 
assume that the station is transmitting in compliance with 
Section 97.7: When transmitting, each amateur station 
must have a control operator. The control operator must 
be a person for whom an amateur operator/primary sta- 
tion license grant appears on the ULS or who is authorized 
for alien reciprocal operation. That is what the FCC does. 
Section 97.103(b) says the station licensee must designate 
the station control operator. The FCC will presume that 
the station licensee is also the control operator, unless 
documentation to the contrary is in the station records. 


Q. Most hams do not intend to violate the rules 
on Field Day. The problem lies in the meaning 
of the term “control operator." Isn't it time for 
you to request a definition in this context from 
the FCC? 


A. The FCC has already spoken repeatedly to that matter. 
The definition of the term "control operator" is codified in 
Section 97.3(a)(13): an amateur operator designated by 
the licensee of a station to be responsible for the trans- 
missions from that station to assure compliance with the 
FCC Rules. That definition applies to all contexts: Field 
Day, contests, special events, rag chewing, DXing, etc. 

Section 97.7 says that when transmitting, each ama- 
teur station must have a contro! operator. The control 
operator must be a person for whom an amateur opera- 
tor/primary station license grant appears on the ULS, or 
who is authorized for alien reciprocal operation. 

Section 97.105 says the control operator must ensure 
the immediate proper operation of the station, regardless 
of the type of control. A station may only be operated in 
the manner and to the extent permitted by the privileges 
authorized for the class of operator license held by the 
control operator. 

Section 97.103 says the station licensee is responsible 
for the proper operation of the station in accordance with 
the FCC Rules. When the control operator is a different 
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amateur operator than the station licensee, both persons 
are equally responsible for proper operation of the station. 
Further, it says the station licensee must designate the sta- 
tion control operator. The FCC will presume that the sta- 
tion licensee is also the control operator, unless documen- 
tation to the contrary is in the station records. 

There is additional information about the control oper- 
ator on the FCC webpages. 


Q. | understood that the purpose of a Field Day 
Control Operator was so that Technicians could 
operate on HF. Now I'm getting the picture that 
they can only operate with their own Technician 
privileges. What, then, is the purpose of the 
Field Day Control Operator? 


A. As on every day of every year, the purpose of the con- 
trol operator is to be responsible for the transmissions 
from that station to assure compliance with the FCC 
Rules. For a station having a control operator who has 
been granted an operator license of Novice, Technician, or 
Technician Plus Class, Section 97.301(e) authorizes only 
small segments in the 80, 40, 15 and 10 meter HF bands. 


Q. | know that our club station license docu- 
ment has to be posted at our repeater remote 
transmitting site. But I can’t find any such rule 
in Part 97. If it’s there, where is it? 


A. Take another look at Section 97.213(d). It says that a 
photocopy of the station license and a label with the 
name, address, and telephone number of the station 
licensee and at least one designated station control opera- 
tor must be posted in a conspicuous place at the station 
location. Such posting, moreover, is a requirement for any 
FCC-licensed amateur station transmitting under telecom- 
mand within 50 km of the Earth’s surface. 


Q. Assume that a club operates a repeater at a 
site owned by the county. Its Technical 
Committee has W[{suffix] as Chairman and 
trustee of the repeater. The members have also 
appointed K[suffix] to be trustee of the club's 
station call sign, N[suffix]. Which call sign 
should be used to identify the club's repeater, 
K[suffix], N[suffix] or W[suffix]? 
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A. All three are eligible, as far as Section 97.5 is con- 
cerned. Your club must decide, therefore, under which 
station license the repeater transmissions are to take place. 
It should do this carefully as there are accountability obliga- 
tions for the person chosen. As long as the transmissions 
take place from a location where the FCC regulates the 
amateur service and does not otherwise run afoul of the 
restrictions on station location, the station location is of no 
consequence to any of this. See BE Informed No. 4 
WHICH CALL SIGN? 


Q. A friend offered to let me put his repeater on 
the air with his call sign and be the station con- 
trol operator. | contend that the ID should be my 
call sign or the call sign of the club station for 
which that | am the trustee. Which is correct? 


A. Either arrangement that you both can mutually agree 
upon. For your station call sign to be transmitted in the 
station identification announcement, he must relinquish to 
you physical control of his station apparatus. See Section 
97.5(a). 


Q. What about the propriety of a club having a 
pair of two meter repeaters transmitting simul- 
taneously? 


A. There is no FCC rule as to the maximum number of 
repeaters transmitting simultaneously under the authority 
of the same station license. Two FCC rules, rather, provide 
a coordination opportunity for your local amateur service 
community to rely upon when deciding whether or not 
your multiple repeaters would make the most effective use 
of those channels in your area. 

Section 97.3(A)(22) says that a frequency coordinator is 
an entity, recognized in a local or regional area by amateur 
operators whose stations are eligible to be auxiliary or 
repeater stations, that recommends transmit/receive chan- 
nels and associated operating and technical parameters for 
such stations in order to avoid or minimize potential inter- 
ference. 

Section 97.205(c), moreover, helps establish the serious- 
ness of your coordinator. It says that where the transmis- 
sions of one repeater cause harmful interference to anoth- 
er repeater, the two station licensees are equally and fully 
responsible for resolving the interference unless the opera- 
tion of one station is recommended by a frequency coordi- 
nator and the operation of the other station is not. In that 
case, the licensee of the non-coordinated repeater has pri- 
mary responsibility to resolve the interference. 


Q. When a licensee has a repeater with his call 
sign being transmitted on it at one location 
other than his home, how does his home station 
make the station identification announcement 
for non-repeater transmissions? 


A. Each station must transmit the call sign shown on the 
ULS for the station license grant under which it is transmit- 
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ting, even where it is the same grant. See Section 97.119, 
Multiple stations could be transmitting the same call sign 
in the station identification announcements. 


Q. | am the license trustee for our club’s 
repeater station. When a member uses it for 
Echolink, isn’t he the station control operator? 


A. As the station licensee, only you can decide that. It is 
your duty to designate your station control operator. 
Section 97.103(b) says that the FCC will presume that the 
station licensee (you) is the control operator, unless docu- 
mentation to the contrary is in the station records, 


Q. But he is switching our repeater off and on. 
Doesn't that make him the SCO? 


A. Not unless you designate him as the control operator of 
your station. See Section 97.103(b). 


Q. He can’t be the SCO because his station trans- 
mits on the two meter band where remote con- 
trol is banned. 


A. Only partially. Radio telecommand is implemented with 
an auxiliary station. Section 97.201(b) authorizes an auxil- 
iary station to transmit on the 2 m and shorter wavelength 
bands, except the 144.0-144.5 MHz, 145.8-146.0 MHz, 
219-220 MHz, 222.00-222.15 MHz, 431-433 MHz, and 
435-438 MHz segments. 


Q. | am the trustee of a club repeater system 
which has an Echolink interconnect. One of our 
members was connected to a station in Korea. 
They were speaking in Korean. Our member 
identified in English, the other station did not. 
Since | do not speak Korean, was it compliant 
for this conversation to be held over the 
repeater and if not, what sections of Part 97 


apply? 


A. The control operator of the repeater must have some 
way of determining that communications it transmits from 
a place where the FCC regulates the amateur service - in a 
language that he or she does not understand - is compliant 
with the transmissions authorized in Section 97.111 and 
that they do not run afoul of the transmissions prohibited 
by Section 97.113. 


Q. | have been involved with operating a 
repeater for more than 30 years. Until reading 
your column, I never gave a thought to the 
repeater trustee dying. | presume that for our 
repeater to be legal, should the trustee die, 
someone's call sign would have to replace the 
club call sign until the FCC modifies the license 
to reflect the new trustee? 


A. Yes. Section 97.5(a) can only mean that the station 
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licensee must be a living person with the capability of hav- 
ing the station apparatus under physical control. If your 
repeater is one that the hams rely upon regularly such that 
even its temporary loss would disrupt their activities, you 
should have a backup plan at the ready in case of an unex- 
pected need. 


Q. My thinking is that CW is a different mode 
from MCW. But | can't find where the FCC rules 
say that MCW is a valid method of identifying. 
Is it legal for a repeater to use MCW to ID? 


A. Yes, it is. Look at Section 97.3(c)(5). The emission 

type term “Phone” is defined to include MCW for the pur- 
pose of performing the station identification procedure, or 
for providing telegraphy practice interspersed with speech. 


Q. We have hunters in our locality who have dis- 
covered what they refer to as "50 watt FM" 
using our 2 meter band. They hunt wild game 
from their vehicles and use mobile units as well 
as HT's. Some of them have obtained ham radio 
licenses but they continue to let their buddies 
use the 2m band without a license and they 
speak with their illegal buddies on the air fre- 
quently. Last winter, one group of six hunters 
went for a total of 3 hours with no IDs. Do you 
advise we, as hams, take a few minutes a month 
and listen around our local area for illegal users 
and maybe let the FCC know about the activity? 


A. Absolutely. Report violations to fccham@fcc.gov. 


Q. What, if anything, can the everyday ham do 
to help thwart these growing problems and pro- 
tect our bands? 


A. We should each make certain that we are not part of 
such misbehavior. Promote a culture of rule compliance. 
That way, our Amateur Auxiliary Official Observers and the 
FCC can concentrate their enforcement resources on the 
very serious cases. 


Q. Our exams are way too easy. That multiple- 
guess format is probably here to stay, unfortu- 
nately, because essay-type answers are overly 
subjective. | say to double the questions and 
require a B grade, not the current C. How can we 
further our cause? 


A. Section 97.503 says our cause is to prepare and admin- 
ister examinations that determine whether each examinee 
is qualified for an FCC amateur operator/primary station 
license grant of the class being sought. We must, there- 
fore, make certain that our examination process facilitates 
our volunteer examiner's efforts in determining whether or 
not every examinee knows enough about operating an 
amateur station properly to deserve a license grant. 
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Q. Do we really have to administer those multi- 
ple-guess type exams? 


A. Although they are probably the most widely adminis- 
tered type, their administration is not an FCC rule require- 
ment. Unless your VEC conditions your VE accreditation, 
under Section 97.525, upon your consent to administer 
only multiple-choice examinations, it is not obligatory. 
Sections 97.519(a) and 97.523 say that our VECs are to 
coordinate our VEs' efforts and to cooperate in maintaining 
one question pool for each examination element. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that pool questions should be such as to 
enable our VEs to prepare and administer them in any suit- 
able format of their choice. Otherwise, they will likely not 
be administrable in other formats. 

The VECs are bringing on-line July1 a new Element 2 
question pool. For a critical review, see BE informed No. 
6.1. It includes recommendations for examinees, instruc- 
tors and training aid providers.

Eldon grew up the son of telephone pioneer in the plains 
of Kansas. He spent many hours hooking up homemade 
telephone lines from his basement workshop to his favorite 
tree house in the backyard using old junk parts his dad 
would bring home from the phone office. His fondest 
(although bittersweet) memory of those days was helping 
his dad literally destroy over 500 old wooden wall phones 
that Southwestern Bell said had to be burned when autodi- 
al systems came in vogue. He wishes maybe at least one 
of them could have been saved as an antique but Ma Bell 
thought otherwise! 


His family had a big Philco Short Wave set in the par- 
lor and he would sit there for hours monitoring ships at 
sea and police calls from Kansas City while the other kids 
were listening to the Shadow or Yukon King. He also 
tuned across curious signals his dad told him were ham 
operators. While in Scouts, he got the ham radio bug and 
learned the code with an old paper tape machine the 
local ham club loaned out. His mentor was Jim Bosworth, 
KOGYA who helped him prepare for that novice test. In 
those days it was a real test! He received his first ticket in 
March of 1959 as KNOUAX. His dad helped him out 
again by finding a used Hallicrafters S-85 and sending off 
to Allied Radio for their new Knight T-50 three-tube CW 
transmitter kit.

bugs out of the transmitter solder joints they had put 
together. In less than a year he studied for his Conditional 
and added AM phone, SSB, and VHF AM to his opera- 
tions. He built a lot of his own equipment in high school 
since his true calling was engineering and his goal was to 
become an electrical engineer. 

While in high school he got interested in aviation and 
joined the Civil Air Patrol where he would continue to 
serve for many years. Eldon went on to engineering col- 
lege in 1963 where he graduated from Kansas University 
and was active in their ham club as well as aviation activi- 
ties. While there he designed the first carrier current AM 
radio station for the KSU residence halls. He received a 
USAF commission upon graduation and spent twelve years 
at the Force in State of New Mexico first as an Air Force 
Officer and then a DOD civilian. While in the Air Force, 
Eldon upgraded to an Advanced license in 1972 (his cur- 
rent call of W5UHQ was issued in New Mexico). He 
fondly recalls the sweaty palms as he walked to the third 
floor of the El Paso Post Office for that FCC given test. 

He designed and built one of the first Air Force MARS 
VHF repeater linking systems complete with an autopatch 
while in New Mexico. He also served the Air Force 16 
years more by becoming a CAP Reserve Assistance 
Officer and establishing a network of VHF repeaters for 
the Civil Air Patrol where he reached the rank of country- 
region. He was also very active in Air Force MARS where 
he served on HF traffic nets passing Viet Nam welfare 
messages and phone patches and as NM State MARS 
Director for four years. He was an early digital enthusiast 
using a Model 15 Machine and a home brew terminal 
unit running RTTY long before it was a point and click PC 
mode (which he still enjoys). 

Eldon moved to Newark ,Ohio in 1987 as contractor 
for the Air Force. He has been active in the central Ohio 
ham community as a member of QCWA Chapter 212, 
COOKEN, NARA, and ARES groups. He retired from his 
day job in 2007 and now has more time for church activi- 
ties, ARES, DX, fishing, and playing old time music with 
his lovely wife Carolyn. His goal is to participate in at 
least one DXpediton before his key becomes silent and to 
keep the amateur radio hobby alive and exciting for 
youth. After 50 years, he finally took the plunge and 
passed his Extra and signed up for VE service. He loves 
his nostalgic, original issue, call so doubt we will not hear 
a fancy vanity call from him soon as he hunts DX on those 
low band segments.

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QCWA Expedition to

PROLOGUE 

This narrative, serialized in three parts, describes the 
events leading up to and subsequent activities involv- 
ing QCWA Chapter 119 members and friends of 
Chapter 119 in executing a plan to activate Tangier 
Island — Islands On The Air (IOTA) designation NA-083 - 
as a special event during the Chapter 119 30th 
Anniversary Year. The event was designed as a ‘mini- 
DXpedition’ and participation was planned for the 
annual IOTA contest. 


Tangier Expedition — Part 1: The Preparations 

The Tangier Island Event was proposed as a special event 
activity for Chapter 119’s 30th Anniversary year. A team of 8 
Members and Friends of Chapter 119 enthusiastically volun- 
teered for this operation. Team members included: Vic 
Culver, W4VIC; Barry Priddy, K5VIP; Talley George, W4TVG; 
Butch Burke, KE4AZL; Quint Webb, K4CQW; Terry Hunsicker, 
KI4RXC; Joe Deschaine, KI4RKB; and Steve Batton, W4XQ. 
The team members worked out the details of this event in 
several planning meetings. 


Tangier Island is a small Waterman Community located 60 
miles north of Norfolk, VA, and dead center in the 
Chesapeake Bay; 20 miles or so from the Virginia Eastern 
Shore and 20 miles East of Mainland Virginia. There are no 
amateur radio operators inhabiting the island. Readers are 
encouraged to conduct an on-line “Google” search and get 
a comprehensive overview of the community. Suffice it to 
say, the people of Tangier are a unique community; settled 
by Englishmen from Cornwall, England. The inhabitants still 
speak Cornwall English (that is to say: you can barely under-

stand them when they talk to you, and you can't understand 
them at all when they are talking to one another). 


Our team composition changed as the Operation Date 

approached, expanding the team to 10 members. Ron 

Young, W8RIL, Pilot Station, and Parke Slater, N4KFT, 

who helped establish reliable 2-meter communications 

with the expedition from Gloucester, Va., were added to 
the expedition as support personnel. Ron and Parke 
remained behind in support of operations while the other 
eight team members traveled to Tangier. 


Pre-Load and Equipment Check 

The logistics support for this effort was a large 

undertaking. We activated 3 HF and one VHF sta- 
tion with supporting antennas (Carolina Windom 80, 

40-meter dipole, 35-foot Air Force vertical; 3-element tri- 

band yagi. and a 2-meter yagi) along with all of the support 
power supplies, amplifiers, keyers, laptops, etc. Clearly, this 
load could not be transferred via a pedestrian ferryboat, the 
only access to the island. The early plan foresaw this eventu- 
ality and one of the first expeditioners recruited was Terry 
Hunsicker, KI4ARXC, who owns a 27-foot sailboat named "DO 
U WUNA." Terry was up for a sailing adventure and readily 
agreed to serve as Captain of the transport vessel and this is 
where this story really begins. Terry also offered up his work 
place warehouse for our inventory checkout. The Pre-Load 
inspection went well. We had everything we needed and we 
were thus ready for the next step: loading the boat. 


Loading The Boat 

The team proceeded to Cobb's Marina at Little Creek Harbor 
for the load out. We estimated that we had something like 
800 to 1,000 pounds of equipment and that was before 
Quint, K4CQW, made the run to the Navy Base for the adult 
beverage component of the logistics package. Tangier Island 
is a DRY island. They sell no adult beverages what-so-ever; 
however, you can bring your own. 


All of our land transport vehicles were unloaded at the mari- 
na, and, using a large yard wagon, transported the supplies 
to the boat. Terry, KI4GRXC, was onboard stowing the equip- 
ment through the forward hatch as it was handed to him — 
much like passing buckets of water at an old fashioned fire. 
Everyone participated. The 3-element tri-band yagi was 
strapped down on deck, as it was a bit large to be stowed 
below deck. Our plan was to leave Norfolk on Wednesday 
afternoon with an estimated sail time of 16 hours over-night. 
Two of the team, Terry and Quint, would sail the boat north 
and the remaining 6 personnel would drive up the Eastern 
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Shore on Thursday and take the pedestrian ferry to Tangier 
on Thursday morning; about an hour and a half boat ride 
from Onancock, Va. 


Slipping the Dock and Underway 

We dropped the lines securing the boat on schedule, fired up 
the diesel, and backed out of the slip into the channel. Once 
in the channel, Quint manned the tiller and the Tangier 
Expedition was officially under way. We were traveling at 
about two miles per hour out of the harbor under power. 
Terry secured the boat for open water sailing and prepared 
to put up the sails. 


On the Bay Under Sail 

One is sailing due north coming out of Little Creek Marina, 
and, as luck would have it, Tangier Island lies due north of 
Norfolk, VA, our starting point. As soon as we cleared the 
Marina and got into deeper water, Terry hoisted the sails. 
This boat has a main sail supported by a 35 foot metal mast 
(more to follow on this lightning rod); and a smaller sail 
called a Jib sail that is in the forward part of the boat, better 
known as the bow. With the sails up, we shut down the 
motor and were underway on the wind. Initially we were 
making 3 to 4 mph through the water and on our way 
across the Chesapeake Bay towards Cape Charles and the 
Eastern Shore. My previous comment about due north per- 
haps need explaining for those less well versed in sailing. 
Sailboats under way don't sail in straight lines. Besides tack- 
ing against the wind, you have to change your course to 
avoid channel markers, buoys, and of course; BIG ships that 
are in the main shipping channels. Large container ships and 
tankers, destined for Norfolk, Baltimore and other places in 
the bay move at speeds faster than 3 or 4 mph. 


The voyage started out smoothly and continued that way 
through the afternoon and night. Terry has both HF and VHF 


ham radios installed so we were able to maintain excellent 
communications with our support team. Ron Young, W8RIL, 
was there for us on HF, as well as numerous other hams that 
were following our progress up the bay. We also had, 
between the two of us, 4 hand held walkie-talkie radios for 
back up VHF Marine Band and Amateur Band communica- 
tions. Cell phones are normally useless after 10-12 miles out 
on the open water. Radio Communications is what you have 
left. 


We sailed through the night at a good pace; in fact, at a 
great pace, often hitting close to 7 miles an hour under sail. 
The tiller was on autopilot and it was a star-studded night 
with great visibility, following seas, current that helps 
increase speed, and good wind direction. As a result, we 
were in close proximity to Tangier Island within 14 hours 
instead of the 16 hours predicted. 


The water around Tangier is shallow. Since Terry's boat has a 
four foot keel, shallow water is not your friend. And, since 
we arrived at 4:30 A.M. without experience in the local cur- 
rents and the channel entrance, we decided to drop the 
anchor and grab a couple hours of sleep. That done, we 
were awake again by 7:00 A.M., and, to our dismay, discov- 
ered that we had anchored within a few hundred feet of a 
massive number of crab pots. Besides crabbing as the liveli- 
hood of the bulk of the islanders, you do not want to run 
over one of those crab pots and have it tangle your prop. 


Terry, not only an excellent sailor, but also an excellent chef, 
prepared a hot breakfast in the little galley. Soon after, we 
pulled anchor and started the run into the Tangier channel 
around 8 A.M. 


Arriving in Tangier Harbor 
We were under power at 1 to 2 mph with a not-so-friendly

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current coming into the bow while going to dock at Parks 
Marina. At this point, one may have a vision of what a 
yacht/sail boat marina looks like. One can forget about 
that.....this approach isn’t anything like you may have ever 
seen. Navigating a 27-foot boat in current when you have 
to turn perpendicular to the current takes a unique skill set 
and Terry has the full set. We had to back and fill a bit but 
were able to get the bow into the slip with the help of per- 


ation. All transportation in Tangier is either by foot, golf 
cart, and/or moped as other types of motorized trans- 
portation is incompatible with Tangier. Milton had a 2-man 
golf cart and three of us were crammed into it. Still, we 
managed to get to the B&B and let them know we were 
on the island. Mr. Parks then gave us a tour of the island 
that most tourists will never see — also at a speed most will 
never experience, either! 


sons on the dock who held our bow line while we secured 
the other lines needed to keep the boat stationary. We got 
on the dock and tracked down the Dock-master/Owner, 
one Mr. Milton Parks. Milton, a 78 year old island resident 
his entire life, retired from crabbing at the age of 75. He 
said he was a bit long in the tooth to continue that career.

George continues with his observations of the ARRL 
Board 


| always felt that the function of the Board of Directors was, or 
should have been, solely to set the policies of ARRL, such poli- 
cies to be implemented by the hired headquarters staff under 
the supervision of the general manager. | expounded this feel- 
ing quite forcefully, at times, but attracted very little attention, 
either from the directors or the general manager. | also let it 
be known to the CD field organization that the communica- 
tions manager at headquarters was their leader, not their 
director. The membership elected the directors who set the 
policies and hired a general manager to carry out those poli- 
cies. The GM had carte blanche to hire and supervise the 
headquarters staff. If he didn't do this to the Board's satisfac- 
tion, then the Board could fire him and hire someone who 
would or could. But | felt the Board had no authority to hire 
or fire anyone on the staff. 


Once when | expounded this philosophy to the League's gen- 
eral counsel. Bob Booth, he laughed at me. "The Board," he 
said, “can do any damn thing it wants to." “But an individual 
director can't," | argued. “For example, a director can't give 
me orders, even regarding something in his own division." 
"He can if the Board says he can." “Nossir! | take orders only 
from my immediate superior!" Bob laughed again. "If a direc- 
tor gives you an order and you refuse, he can take it to the 
Board who can take it to the general manager who can take it 
to your superior who can fire your ass.. You got something 
specific in mind?" 


| said it was just hypothetical, but | was involved in a contro- 
versy at the time with a director who accused me of persecut- 
ing one of his constituents and "ordered" me to cease and 
desist. | was on the point of telling him he couldn't order me 
to do anything, but after the conversation with Bob | altered 
my stance. However, it did not change my basic belief in the 
limitations of the power of the individual director. 


The above, of course, is a reconstruction that is probably not 
wholly accurate, but the conversation went something like 
that. 

It wasn't the last time | tended to challenge the power of indi- 
vidual directors, and it occasionally almost got me into deep 
trouble; but usually | pulled back from the brink, remembering 
Bob Booth's counsel. In one bulletin to the field | put forth 
strongly the proposition that SCM's were not subordinates of 
directors, that their function was entirely different: directors 
were policy-makers, SCM's were leaders in on-the-air opera- 
tions and responsible directly to the communications manager. 


This was intended as a rebuttal to a director who mentioned 
an SCM in his division as his SCM. |t brought a letter from Ev 
Battey, W4IA, former assistant communications manager who 
had served a term as director from the Roanoke Division, con- 
gratulating me on my stand, saying the League needed more 
people like me but cautioning me to proceed carefully, that 
the Board protected its individual directors and | could wind up 
in deep trouble. I'd always had the greatest respect for Ev and 
decided to follow his advice. Fortunately, my stand on this 
matter was never outwardly challenged - probably never given 
that much credence.

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Novice History 


Part 10 in a Series for the QCWA Journal

Headnote — Many hobbies like amateur radio do not have a well 
documented “history.” This “history” was compiled from many 
sources (see endnote); some of them are contradictory. This histo- 
ry is incomplete and should be regarded as a work in progress. 
There is an absence of YL, minorities, disabled hams and hams 
from the U.S. territories in this history for they are historically 
under-represented in ham radio, 


In the spring 2008 issue of QCWA Journal we started our Series 
on Novice history with a look at the structure of the Novice 
license when it was introduced in 1951. In part two, in the sum- 
mer of 2008, we looked at the first year of the Novice license, 
1951. Then we looked at the early-, mid- and late-1950s. In arti- 
cles 6 through 8 we looked at the first Novice DXCC. In the last 
issue, we started our examination of early-Novice callsigns. This 
issue finishes up that topic. This Series is mainly based on the sto- 
ries and photos contributed from all over the U.S. the website of 
Novice Historical Society (“The Society”), www.Novice.bappy.com 
and QST archives. 


Before we finish up this topic, let us recall the last issue in which 
we emphasized, what we know in 2010 about early distinct 
Novice callsigns is based on the Callbook and to lesser extent QST 
magazine. We welcome historical documentation. Many hams 
email telling us “history” when it in fact is a memory which if we 
can check out, usually proves to be a faulty memory. Facts which 
can be verified are always welcomed. 


Conventional wisdom in ham radio is that callsign prefixes were 
issued sequentially. Once they ran out, a new prefix was started. 
This assumption is an oversimplification. The fact is, according to 
callsign historian Steve Melachrinos, W3HF, when the supply of 
"W" 1x3 callsigns was depleted in a given call district, the FCC 
stopped issuing WN#*** Novice callsigns in that call district even 
if there might have been a significant supply of unused WN call- 
signs. The FCC’s practice was to “drop the N,” the Novice call- 
sign supply was tied to the supply of “W" 1x3 callsigns. For 
example, if there was a Technician or above who held WSTYU, 
then WNSTYU would not be available for issuance to a Novice. 


According to Steve, W3HF, in 1953 the sixth call district was the 
first call district to run out of “W” 1x3 callsigns. Steve, W3HF was 
not able to determine from the Spring 1953 Callbook who was 
the last WN6*** Novice, for WN6*** Novice callsigns were being 
reissued. However, the last listed WN6*** Novice was George R. 
Speer, WN6UUQ of San Lorenzo, California. While he is not listed 
in the current FCC database, we found someone of that name 
and wrote them on the chance it might be the historically signifi- 
cant Novice. We did not receive a reply. 


The first "KN” Novice listed was in the Spring 1953 Callbook, 
George A. Daoutis of Bakersfield, California, KN6AAV. We locat- 
ed George! He told us he was a Korean War U.S. Navy radio 
operator where he learned Morse code. George does not remem- 
ber much of his Novice days “except for causing interference to a 
new invention of that time - television.” George’s Novice expired 
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without him upgrading and he has been out of ham radio since. 
There might have been Novices earlier than George in the alpha- 
bet who earned an earlier Novice callsign, i.e. KN6GAAA to 
KN6AAU and upgraded in time to be included in the Spring 1953 
Callbook. We can only go by what is listed in the Callbook. 
Novices in the sixth call district were the first to be issued KN 
Novice callsigns. When they upgraded and dropped their “N" 
they retained their suffix and had a K6, 1x3 callsign. 


Another early-1953 KN6 Novice was Leon Miln, KN6ATC of Los 
Angeles (Callbook, Fall, 1953). We also located Paul Signorelli 
who is now WORW. When he was a Novice in 1953, he lived in 
the San Fernando Valley suburbs of Los Angeles, in the Sherman 
Oaks neighborhood. Los Angeles Section had the largest ham 
population, and “The Valley” had the most number of hams in LA 
Section. Paul was also an early KN6 Novice with the callsign of 
KN6CHR. 


Not long after the WN to KN change in the sixth call district, the 
second call district, changed too. The Society has documented on 
its website, www.Novice.bappy.com two 1953 New York novices 
who not only were on either side of this transition, both of them 
got their Novice callsigns back and use them as their primary call- 
signs. Kenny Cassidy, WN2WNC was one of the last original WN 
Novices in the second call district. Bill Bell, KN2CZZ was one of 
the first KN Novices in the second call district (see the picture of 
his license). 


To add to the complexity of callsign issuance was the fact the sup- 
ply of callsigns constantly varied by call districts. Variances were 
caused not only by population but by upgrades, moving from one 
call district to another, SKs, non-renewals, expirations, and FCC 
enforcement actions. While the sixth call district ran out of “W” 
1x3 callsigns in 1953, the other call districts still had “W” 1x3 call- 
signs, some of then for sometime to come. Steve, W3HF adds 
that the second call district ran out of WN2*** Novice calls and 
started issuing KN2*** Novice calls a few months after the sixth 
call district. So, while KN6*** Novice callsigns were issued in the 
sixth call district in 1953, the other call districts still had a supply 
of WN#*** callsigns for their Novices. 


Those of us who serve as Volunteer Examiners (VE) know that 
even if we submit our VE session paperwork in a pile in sequential 
order with who finished first on top to who finished last on bot- 
tom, and even if our VEC enters them into the FCC computer in 
order, not all of the people who passed will get an unbroken call- 
sign block. Back in the 1950s there were no computers at the 
FCC. Everything was done by hand. The Summer 1952 Callbook 
documents, amongst other things, the FCC issuance pattern of 
callsigns in the second call district. Steve, W3HF's research indi- 
cates the FCC was attempting to issue all vacant “W" 1x3 call- 
signs, possibly on the third round of issuance. The range of 
Novice callsigns issued was from WN2AGD to WN2MGV. 


Steve, W3HF found an anomaly in FCC issuance practices in the 
second call district. The Summer 1952 Callbook lists first KN2 
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Novice callsign as 
KN2AAM, Pelmer 
Wilmerding of 
Plainfield, NJ. Yet 
the following 
Callbook Fall 1952, 
lists KN2AAB, 
Mark Sasso of Troy, 
NY, as a newly 
issued license. 
Why was KN2AAM 
issued before 
KN2AAB when both 
had never been issued before? As previously stated there are no 
known FCC records to explain this nor do we know of any knowl- 
edgeable FCC employees now living whom we can ask. We 
attempted to find Pelmer and Mark but they are not currently list- 
ed in the FCC database.

Conventional thinking was that when WNs were finished, KNs 
were issued and then when they were finished WVs were issued 
to Novices. Steve, W3HF's research using Callbooks of that era 
departs from conventional wisdom. He found that after the first 
round of KN6*** Novice calls, the FCC then went back through 
the “W" and “K” 1x3 calls, looking for vacancies to reissue to all 
classes of licenses. An original KN6*** Novice callsign actually 
indicates that ham was licensed earlier than a ham who was 
assigned a reissued WN6*** Novice callsign. During the period 
roughly from about mid-1956 to early-1958, both WN6 and KN6 
calls were issued. The Society has received Novice stories from 
California in 1957 which offers support to out W3HF's findings. 
By Spring of 1956, Bill Principe, KN6ZHR, who later became AJ6J, 
was at the end of the first run through the alphabet. In June 
1957 Jim Cadien, who is now KC7ZMV, got WN6JRS from the 
FCC. Doug Millar, K7JEY, earned KN6JEY in December 26, 1957. 


To illustrate the 
variation of callsign 
issuance by call 
district, Steve, 
W3HF randomly 
selected the Fall 
1957 Callbook for 
analysis. The first 
call district still had 
some WN1*** list- 
ed. These were 
almost certainly 
reissued Novice call- 
signs. They had just 
started the KN1*** Novice calls and were up to KN1BLU. At this 
time, the second district was near the end of the first round of 
KN2*** series, up to KN2ZOE. Within a few months, they had 
to start reissuing KN2*** Novice callsigns.

Meanwhile the third district was similar to the first call district. 
They were still reissuing WN3s with prefixes beginning with L and 
M, while also first issuing KN3 Novice calls up to KN3ADT. The 
fourth district had gotten up to KN4OXR. The fifth district was up 
to KN5FJO. 


In the sixth call district, KN6 Novice calls ranging from KN6RNG to 
KN6ZCQ were being issued. The seventh district had not started 
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issuing KN7*** Novice callsigns. They were still reissuing WN7s 
Novice callsigns with suffixes between the Es and Is. 


The eighth district was issuing KN8*** Novice callsigns with suf- 
fixes between AYG and EWK. The ninth was up to KNSHVI. 
Meanwhile, in the tenth call district, the last Novice call listed in 
Fall 1957 was KNOJOU. 


Novice callsigns off-the-continental U.S. were according to a term 
coined by Steve, W3HF “flipped.” That is they were the mirror of 
higher class callsigns. A Novice in Hawaii got a WH6### callsign 
while someone of a higher class got a KH6### callsign. In Alaska, 
Novices were issued WL7### while higher class licensees got 
KL7###. In Puerto Rico, Novices got WP4### while a higher class 
licensee was issued KP4###. For rare Novices prefixes, in the Fall 
1967, the first year Callbook had a regular feature of a census of 
U.S. hams: were the 10 Novices in the Marianas Island who held 
WG6###, or the 4 Novices who held KS6## in American Samoa 
or 3 Novices in the U.S. Virgin Islands who had WV4## callsigns? 
None of these hams is still listed in the current FCC database. 


In 1958, the U.S. Navy still held exclusive use of “N” prefix call- 
signs (QST, May, 1958, pp. 72). By international treaty, Ws, Ks 
and Ns were the only single letter callsign blocks allocated to the 
U.S. (QST, May, 1958, pp. 72). It should be noted this allocation 
is for all U.S. radio services, not just the amateur radio service. In 
other words, the FCC could not open a new first letter, such as 
“N,“ so Novices could be issued a callsign such as NN#***. The 
U.S. also has AA to AL prefixes. 


FCC also stated it would not issue 2x2 callsigns to hams on the 
continental U.S.; no reason given (QST, May, 1958, pp. 72). 
What was left was for the FCC issuing 2x3 call signs for the first 
time; after “W" and “K" 1x3s were exhausted in a given conti- 
nental U.S. call district (QST, May, 1958, pp. 72). WA#*** call- 
signs were the first 2x3s. The “WAs” were issued to Technicians 
and above. FCC anticipated that new Technicians and above in 
the second and sixth call districts would not only be the first to 
receive “WA" 2x3 callsigns. This necessitated a new Novice pre- 
fix, the WV#***. 


The Society has been asked - why did the FCC choose “WV" for a 
Novice prefix? We have been unable to answer this question. 
However callsign historian Steve Melachrinos, W3HF writes us: 


My speculation (and it really IS only speculation) is that the V in 
WV was selected as the second consonant in the word "novice". 
My guess is that the FCC wanted to use a different "system": the 
"N" was simply dropped in previous WN and KN calls, and they 
wanted to show that the new novices wouldn't get the 1x3 calls 
that previous WN novices had received. By the time they got near 
the end of the WV sequences in the 2nd and 6th, though, they 
realized that they couldn't keep using new prefixes--not only 
weren't there that many consonants in “novice”, but they had 
actually already reissued some of the novice WN calls (so why 
make a big deal of it). So after they finished the WV2 and WV6 
series, they went back to WN prefixes for the first novices in the 
2nd and 6th (that would become WB2 and WB6), and they start- 
ed with WN-to-become-WA in the other eight districts. 


Steve vetted this hypothesis on the Ham Radio History email 
group in early May 2008 and found consensus for it.

In 1958, QST 
(May, pp, 72) 
reported on a FCC 
notice regarding 
callsign issuance. 
“The numerical 
growth of amateur 
stations in the 
continental United 
States has been so 
great, particularly 
in the second and 
sixth call districts, 
that the system of call sign allocation set up right after World War 
ll simply does not provide enough call signs.” This FCC notifica- 
tion signaled the issuance of the WV2*** and WV6*** callsigns 
in the second and sixth call districts. 
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1958, Jeff Wolf, KEW. 


If a WN#*** Novices in 1958 lived in a call district which still had 
“W" 1x3s, they “dropped their N” (QST, May, 1958, pp. 72). 
The same was true of KN#*** Novices (QST, May, 1958, pp. 72). 
However, in 1958, if a Novice lived in the second or sixth call dis- 
tricts, they got the new WV#*** Novice prefix. Upon upgrading, 
a WV2*** or WV6*** kept their suffix and got a WA#*** call- 
sign (QST, May, 1958, pp. 72). 


in early-1958, FCC started issuing the first WV6 Novice calls. 
Richard Dillman, W6EAWO, was an early WV Novice as WV2BJK. 
In 1958, when Richard and his cohorts took to the air with their 
new Novice prefixes, many hams thought they were working the 
Virgin Islands. John Miller, who is KEMM now but was WV2BQ) 
in 1958, like Richard was an early WV2 Novice. 


Across the country, Jeff Wolf, MD, K6JW, was issued WV6DAL on 
November 5, 1958 (see Jeff's license on the Novice Historical 
Society, www.NOVICE.bappy.com). In early 1959, Chas Shin, 
W7MAP/5 was issued WV6GUL. Later in 1959, Don Minkoff, 
NK6A, was issued WV6HYF, while Richard Heller, WA6IZH got 
WV6IZH. Jeff, Chas, Don, Richard and the other WV Novices did 
not get to drop their “N” because they did not have an “n.” 
Instead they traded-in their “V” for an “A”; i.e. Jeff upgraded 
from WV6DAL to WA6DAL. 


The summer of 1958 was one of the most exciting times to be on 
the air. Not only was propagation great, all three distinct Novice 
prefixes were on the air, WN#***, KN#***, WV2*** and 
WV6*** during the summer of 1958. (Author's Note - We have 
had Novices of the era email or tell us during Novice history pre- 
sentations we have done at ham conventions and club meetings 
that they never heard any Novice prefixes other than the one they 
held. A few even went to the trouble of scanning and emailing 
The Society a copy of their Novice logbook. Please understand, 
we do not doubt that some Novices did not hear Novice prefixes 
other than their own. Perhaps these Novices never heard other 
Novice prefixes were due to propagation, receivers, antennas, 
operating times.) 


In the next article we shall look at Novice history in 1960. After 
that we will look at the rest of the 1960s, including the Novice 
exam of 1964, the 1970s, and the 1980s to 2000 when the FCC 
stopped issuing novices.
